Children, and perſons in very debilitated con- 
ditions, ſhould begin with one table ſpoonful 
night and morning ;* and gradually increaſe the 
dole to the utmoſt quantity they can take, with- 
out its acting as a purge; for in that caſe it does 
not enter the lymphatic veſſels and glands, and 


diſappoints the patients.

Pd Perſons of ſtrong habits and tenacious bowels 


may begin with two or three table ſpobntuls, 
night and morning, increaſing the doſe gradually, 
until the bowels be rendered rather lax; which is 


the condition moſt favourable to all the good ef- 
fects of the medicine. 


Tender and delicate, as well as robuſt conſti— 
tutions, are found ſometimes in the extreme either 


of laxity or coſtiveneſs; and extremes are equally | 


unfavourable to a cure, in any of the caſes far 
which the medicine is uſed. 


When a ſmall quantity purges, and the diſorder 
requires much more than can be retained in the 
bowels, all acid, irritating ſubſtances muſt be 
avoided, ſuch as raw fruits, fallad, cyder, ſharp 
wines, punch, and ſometimes all rhe uſual vege- 
tables of the table; and the diet conſiſt ot gut 
animal food. plain rice well-builed weak camo— 
mile or roſemary tea, a little well brewed table 
beer, good Red Port, Madeira, or rand) aud 
Water, according to the feelings and habits of the 
patient, | | 


If theſe precautions will not enable the ſtomach 
and bowels to retain the medicine ſufficiently to 
be taken up by the lacteals, recourſe muſt be had 
to a little opium, but not without advice. 


If the habit be coſtive, ſo that five or ſix table 


ſpoontuls du not give a motion or two in a day, 


rather of a lax nature, a doſe of any opening phylic, 


to which the patient 1s accuſtomed, may be taken 
in the morning: aud in the evening of the tame 
day, two ſpoonfuls of the ſyrup, (the concen- 
trated ſort being dijuted) increaſing the quantity 
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gradually to the utmoſt the ſtomach and bowels 


will retain in a temperate ſtate, 


Perſons of ſtrong habits and retentive bowels 
may take greater libe ties in reſpect to diet; as ve- 
getables, acids, the moderate uſe ot fermented li- 
quors, &c. with them, may not injuriouſly- in- 
creaſe the laxative tendency of the medicine, or 
carry it off by ſtool. 


To perſons of coſtive habits Mr. Swainſon 
would recommend whey during a courſe of the 


ſyrup. 


The precautions and aſſiſtances to which pa- 
tients are to have recourſe, are few and ſimple: 


To avoid colds is adviſeable under every proceſs 
for the cure of any diſeaſe; but no alarming con- 
ſequences are to be apprehended, as in the uſe of 
mercury; for the ſyrup is the beſt medicine ima- 

inable for colds. A moderate ſtate, between 
cold and ſweating, 1s the moſt ſuſceptible of that 
mcreaſe in inſenſible perſpiration by which its beſt 
effects are produced. Conſequently cold bathing 
ſhould not be uſed during a courſe of the ſyrup. 


Temperance is favourable to every object re- 


ſpecting health; but this medicine being wholly 


vegetable, a low vegetable diet is the moſt un- 


friendly of any to its ſalutary operations. 


Though the medicine be moſt efficacious in re- 
moving obſtructions of the menſes, the uſe of it 


ſhould be ſuſpended in all caſes during the actual 


diſcharge. 
The aſſiſtance of ſurgery, or of general medi- 
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"DIRECTIONS FOR THE US 
cine, ſhould never be called in without ts —— 
and knowledge of Mr. Swainſon. In tumours and 
inflammations of a ſcorbutic or of a more difre- 
putable nature, all the common proceſſes of ſur- 
gery are inimical to the operations of the medi- 
cine, The uſe of the knife produces ulcers and 
ſcars, which would not otherwiſe take place; 
and rubbing-in mercury ſends into the habit a 
metal which is injurious and unfriendly to the 


good effects of the vegetable ſyrup. 


In ſcirrhoſities, buboes, tumours, and every 
ſpecies of inflammation, of which the ſcrofula, 
ſcurvy, or venereal diſeaſe are ſuſceptible, poul- 
tices alone are to be uſed ; and wounds produced 
by thoſe diſorders are to be cleanſed with warm 
water, and in many caſes to be drefled only with 


dry lint. 


In the ſummer the ſyrup ſhould be preſerved in 
a cool place, and at all times free from fermen- 
tation, 


As the firſt effects of the medicine are different 
in different conſtitutions, and little difficulties 
perplex, the unexperieuced, Mr. Swainſon is ex- 
tremely deſirous, that no caſe of conſequence be 
undertaken without his knowledge, aſſiſtance, aud 
advice. 

But as the proprietors of medicines are gene-
